DANSVILL-E, N. Y.—Alonzo 
J. 


Whiteman, former millionaire, state 
senator of Minnesota and mayor of 
Buluth, whose business and political 
reverses more than 25 years ago led 
to his 
entry upon 
a 
swindling 


career which made him known to 
the police of the entire country, has 
come back to his old home town, 
Danville, a broken-down "old man" 
of 58, to end his days in the county 
alms-house. Although sentenced to 
prison terms aggregating 50 years, 


has served only two sentences, a 


brief one in Chicago and one of five 
pears in this state. 


After graduating from college and 


a law school in New York state, he 
went West to work in a. bank and 
ook after his father's lumber 
in- j 


terests in Minnesota.

politics in 1888 he made one of the 
speeches seconding the nomination 
of Grover Cleveland, for the presi- 
dency. 


Whiteman was a candidate 
for 


congress in Minnesota, but was de- 
feated. He then went to Chicago and 
in 1890 bought a seat on the board 
of trade where speculation in wheat 
and lumber cost him his fortune. 
Then Whiteman turned to the race 
tracks where he forged a check on 
a bookmaker and counterfeited pool 
tickets, the first steps in what was 
to prove a long career of crime.
